They 
were of the same vari and became 
“prominent socially” through the fact 
that some of the younger officers. pre- 
sented them to St. Louis girls whom 
they met.

A well sunk for ofl yielded gas, and 
now he keeps six stoves going in his 
house, lights every room, including hall 
and cellar, has gas heaters in his coops 
and ‘thog-pens, a furnace outdoors for 
cooking food for his live stock, a gas en- 
gine, to shell corn, grind feed and pump 
water, turn grindstones and work the 
churn, a gas light with reflector to light 
the barnyard, a contrivance to illuminate 
the barn when he opens the door, heaters 


for water tanks in the fleld, so that his 


cattle may drink tepid water allethe win- 
ter if they want it.’”’

To make Scotch haggis, chop thoroughly 
the heart, tongue and liver, uncooked, of 
one sheep; add half their weight of sweet 
bacon, half a cup of bread crumbs, pep- 
per and salt to sult the taste; pack in 
clean tripe, sewed bag-shape: boil two 
hours; pickle, and serve with brown sauce: 
with this dish serve brown bread. 


Strawberry Pickle. 

Place the berries in layers in a jar with 
spices betwoen. Pour over them the bolil- 
ing syrup; let stand 24 hours closely cov- 
ered; then draw off syrup, boil and pour 
over fruit again; let stand as before, then 
tur the whole into a preserving kettle 
and cook slowly, without stirring, for 30 
minutes. Pickle other small fruits in the 
same manner. |

some Carolina dish, it may not be out of 
place to explain the origin of its some- 
what curious name. The story runs in 
this wise: (jA certain maiden hed a lover 
named John.

GUARD OVER 
LIPINO CAPT 


Men With Bolos Detailed to Keep 
Visitors Away From Visayan 
Section of Cuartel. 


Michael Healey, manager of the Visayan 
Village, a part of the Philippine exhibit at 
the World's Fair, Monday morning issued 
a verbal order to the guards who keep 
watch over the 79 Visayans who, as was 
told in Sunday's Post-Dispatch, are kept 
prisoners in their section of the cuartel, to 
keep all visitors away. 

The guards, who are native Filipinos, 
armed with bolos and large clubs, gave gs- 
surance that they understood the order. 
and maintained their watch over the single 
entrance into the Visayan section. 

This entrance is the only one into the Vis- 
ayan section, where the.79 captives are held 
It leads from the interior court Inside 
the cuartel. Another entrance, which led 
from a corridor door, has been nailed up. 
Ordinary locks were not deemed suf- 
ficiently strong. 

As usual, come of the 79 prisoners were 
permitted to leave their prison Monduy, 
under guard, and go to work on the 
Visavan village bulldings across the 
grounds. A few others, under the personal 
guardianship of Healey, who was armed 
with a heavy cane, were taken out for a 
In both cases, it is said, 
the people given this mark of consideration 
are men who are considered “loyal,” and 


not 
their troubles to outsiders. 

The others, who it is feared by Healey 
would talk too much and might attempt to 
escape if they had the opportunity, were 
kept locked up in their stockade, under the 
guard of sentinels.

After suffering quietly from illness and 
poverty for several months, Jacob Marten- |! 
sen, 61 years old, known as “the jolly old 
hermit of Kosciusko street,” went into his | 
scantily-furnished room in the basement | 
of the home of Andrew Lorine, 8547 Koscius- 
ko street, Saturday afternoon and strangled 
himself to death. His body was found 
Sunday afternoon. 

Martensen had been ill and out of em- 
ployment all winter. For five years he 
had been occupying the basement room, 
and when misfortune came more heavily 
than before, he continued to occupy it, 
Lorine not only asking no rent, but furn- 
ishing the recluse with food... 


Martensen was not a ha 
world or its people. He hater noch. 
though he sought out neither and spent 
most of his time alone in his room. 
When visitors came, however, he laughed 
with them and jokingly told his theories 
of life. But never would ‘he talk of him- 
self. It was more because of this latter 
trait than of anytiing else that he 
earned his title of “hermit.” 

Only once did anything he said 
hint of a wane intention of commit- 
ting suici That was the last time 
that Lore was talking @o0 him. 

“Some people are rich and have money, 
and can afford to die,” he said: “but 
some poor devils like me have no mone y 
—s can't afford to die when they want 
( 

Saturday afternoon Martensen made 
one of his frequent excursions from his 
rvom. He did not remain out long. and 
Mrs. Lorine saw him return. It was the 
last seen of him alive. 

Sunday afternoon Mrs. Lorine, alarmed 
at his failure to appear for meals, went 
to his room. It was dark inside, and at 
first she saw nothing. She catled and re- 
ceived no reply. Then her eyes, becom- 
ing accustomed to the gloom, made out 
an object in a corner. She approached 
and found his body. 

He had taken a cord. 
around his neck, fastened the other end 
around a stake in the wall and then 
rey tm himself forward to strangle to 
de: 

Many of the “hermit’s” neighbors had 
believed that he was wealthy, and that 
in his room would be found hearded gold 
and banknotes. But a search ef his room 
revealed only a purse containing 25 
cents, some photographs, a vair of eye- 
glasses, a magnifying glass, some letters 
and a life insurance pelicy for $2000 in 
Unity Lodge No. 251. The o!d man had 
no relatives in the United States, but a 
sister lives in Germany.
